Baumeister’s {rfedorn was an adıleve- 
ment dependent ou his penetrating intel- 
lect, In lis works completed belween 1936 
and 1944 he demonslratecl tor himself and 
lor alhers lhe ‘“salvatlon of pictures." 
The Eidos works literally confirın ihis, 


Baumeister did not protest or make a 
terrific fuss; be did nol kik against 
aulharily. His melaphysic—indeed the 
more familiar ona beconies wilh his “con- 
credo” art, thal is art whlch relies purely 
an artislic means, lie more metaplıyslcal 
impllcallous come tio Jliglıl—was linked 
wilh a spirll of lhe age, which slinulates 
and applies lo all cullures, 


Allhough he was (ascinaled and nol 
merely slimulaled by the Jornıs of ancient 
cıulllures, Baumeister was clefinlely a man 
ol his lime. Aspects of Spanislı cave draw- 
Ings, Azlec art and Chinese calligraphy 
were melamorphosised by his crealive 
imaginalion, given new life and trans- 
posed inlo a perlorfl when art only mal- 
{ered if lt "served {he people," that ls 
sulted the purposes ofl contemporary 
authorities, 


In his works, suffering an account of 
injustice, hls sympathy, becomes so dis- 
{anced as to be practically incomprehen- 
sible. He associates form and idea with 
a world which only begins after {he pe- 
riod of classical myths, 


Gilgamesch and Enkidu, Eidos, Rellel- 
bilder, Felgsbilder, Fadeniigur, Ritzzelch- 
nung are the ihemes and titles of works 
daling Irom lhis period. His [orm oxisls 
in regions which presuppose a conception 
of the unknown. Baumeisler set out 1o 
explore this unknown. [n so dolng he 
plumbed deeper depths than the surreal- 
ists, though hls work occasionally touched 
upon the Surrealist sphere. 


The unknown as salvatlon, verification, 
loneliness, as the unfamiliar whidı para- 
doxically enables one lo become Iamiliar 
with its sirangeness, the island and the 
univatse, (he insignificant and {he in- 
[inile are all characteristic of Baumeister's 
piclures. 

His book Das Unbekannte In der Kunst 
{The Unknown in Art}, which is scarcely 
read today, will probably cejebrate its

Slevogl’s Imagination was f{irecd by any 
slory whidı was even Jainlly exciting. 
It is possible {hat in later lifo he himself 
realised thal illustrallons, telling sketches 
and the fluld tednique of lithography 
were ınore suiled lo his impeluous tem- 
perament, whlch tended towards impro- 
visalion and carelossness, {han paintiny. 


In any case, hls later works include 
more illuslrallons than paintings. There 
is no need to regret this development, 
quite apart Irom the Iact that his iilustra- 
tive work continued an old, respected Lra- 
dition, fealuring suh names as Menzel 
and Chodowiedki. 


Towards the end of his life, when a 
severe illness caused him great distress, 
this elernal Sezesslonist and habilué of 
ihe Romanisder Cafè relired to Neu- 
kastel ir {he Palatinate. In Neukaslel, 
Slevogt laid Jown his brush and his pen- 
cil for the last time in 1932.

With Liebermann and Corinth, graphic 
oeuvres are overshadowed by thelr paint- 
ings, but Slevogt’s graphic works ara Just 
a&—if nol more—important than his pic- 
lures. His development és a graphic artist 
iڱ,‎ in no small measure, due to lhe Berlin 
Publisher Bruno Cassirer who persuaded 
and commissioned him lo illuslrate such 
books as Alf Baba, Cooper's Lederstrumpl, 
Faust IT, Macbeth and numerous volumes 
of Iairy-storles. 


Mî Slevogt, lhe painter, was born 
on 8 October 1868 in lhe Bavarlan 
{own of Landshvut but he only found his 
individual style after he had moved to 
Berlin in 190i. Like his friend Corinth, he 
had prevlously studied in Munld and 
Paris, In Berlin these {wo painters asso- 
ciated wilh Max Liebermann, and the 
ihree of them were the leading lights of 
German Impressionism, a term which is 
cerlainly an inadequate description of 
lhe arlislic conlenl of thelr works. 

However that may be, in Berlin Stevogt 
spon becanıe a centre! figure of the 
city's artistic life. To mark his hundredth 
birthday lwo major exhibllions primarl- 
ly documenting Slevogt's graphic works 
have been organised in West Berlin. 

Of these three painler#, Slevogt was 
least bolhered about the problems of art, 
He drew and painted like other people 
breathe: swifly, lght-heartedty, wiih an 
untroubled mind. He found anything tech- 
nical easy, indeed almost too aay.

Younger artists currenlly regard the 
works Baunmcister drew in the 1920s and 
his constructivist '‘sporling pictures" as 
lopical. The clearly delineated shapes, 
the contrast belween slrict outline and 
lnear compasilon, the carefully graded 
emphasis of volume and the explorallon 
of areca confirm and support the ideas of 
some modern arlir*s.

hen asked why he, a Brazillan, 

lived in this country Almlr Ma- 
vignier replied, "I found sufficient prog- 
ress in Brazil; I came to Germany be- 
cause Î was seeking order." The Brazilian 
national flag bears the moilo "Order and 
Progress." 

Almir Mavignler came ta Ulm In I953 
and since 1965 has laught at lhe Ham- 
burg college of arl And the Hamburg 
Kunsthaus has organised an impressive 
exhibilon of his works. 


Mavignier swears by the dot, just as 
Josef Albers—another Ulm Laader, along 
with Max Bill—is devoled to the square, 
Almost fifteen years ago Mavlgnier painl- 
ed his first work based on dots and {hus 
found his major theme, Since {hen he 
has varicd the technique In numerous 
piclures and graphic series wilhout ex- 
hausting thls method, without tiring of 
the idea and becoming unimaginative, 

In ihe conlext of the piclure lhe dats 
ate exaclly calculaled 1o produce a cer- 
1aln effect. The bigger the dols, ihe clear- 
er {he structure because the artist marks 
iheın wilh the head of a nall and then 
qglves them shape. "The ihrea-dimensional 
Iorm of ead dot gives lhe whole struc- 
lure a Hight and a shady side, This play 
an light produces an optical mixture of 
colour andl light wilh a varlable effect, 
if the iunlenslty or direction of the light 
is allered.“" 


This is not polnlillism of {he old shaol, 
which sought lo capture fHlckering light 
and simulate a mood. Bul Mavignler's 
pictures also have lo be campleled by 
the eye of the beholder who, standing 
al a suileable distance, recognises fluc- 
luallons: crosses, circles, squares, con- 
cave ancl convex variations, “brokan sUr- 
faces” and deformed forms.

Professor Schreiber concludes that (hese 
Profils are a relatively small price {o pay 
Tor economic [reedom and productivity. 
The view that a perennial conflict of in- 
teresls Is waging between workers and 
employers over lhe equable Jistrlbulion 
of profits Is unfounded. 

The higher the profils {he more secure 
the employment. Since no Inveslmenls 
are possible wilhout profits, it ls really 
the workers who ate pleased when their 
companies show good results. Without 
profits therefore the zelf-reyulating metha« 
nisms of a free economy cannot funcllon,

this method by co-telaling [he income of 
co-working family members witlı only half 
tha average iricome of employees. 


Accarding ta Professor Schreiber, carn: 
ed Income—enmployees’ wages and em- 
ployers' earmings—together represented 
elghly per cent of national Income, as 
compared wilh 85 per cent, estimated by 
Professor Krelle. The remaining lwenly or 
fifteen per cent is accounted ior by in- 
leresl returns and prolflls. 


In lhis country Lherelore four-fifihs lo 
six-sevenths of all income fs earned in- 
come. These estimates include all holders 
of savings accounts and private homes, 
lisled as “capitalists.” 


Prolegsor Scdirciber in bis breakdown 
of this [igure comes to {he remarkbable 
canclusion that business proftts in 1865 
représentêdl 5.5 lo 11.3 per cent of natlon- 
al income. The nearest estimate would be 
about 8.4 per cenl. These conlroverslal 
profits therefore represent only one tenth 


of the wage total, even In a peak econo- 
mic year. 


Proflts during {he recession were estl- 
mated at ony 6.7 per cent of national In- 
come.

But despite all these factors most of 
lhe mothers, 90 per cent in fact, said that 
they did not need ihe help of an ecluca- 
tlonal adviser, 


Generally speaking women who are 
alone and have to go Out to work have 
littte time for their dhiHdren. As many as 
65 per cent of the mothers questloncd 
admitted that they had only about four 
hours per day for thetr dıildren. 

Acording to lhe survey 14 per cent of 
tha mothers were unable to give any 
time during the week {o Lheir children 
under the age of 15, More than most 
mothers Lhese women had to leave their 
dılldren in kindergartens. Mosi of tha 
alder boys and girls were cared for frum 
mid-day onwards by relatlons. 


Most mothera supervise lhelr children's 
homework, In "ordinary" families the 
falher rarely undertook this. In Cases 
where women were brlnging up dlldren 
alone the grand-parents usually helped 
in this way. 

The survey pointed out that as regards 
home comtorts In homes where the mother 
was alone that following polnis were 
noted: 

RB Whilst 34 Per cent of families with a 
man In the household had accommodation 
of at least four tooms, in cases where 


MAKING ENDS MEET 1S DIFFICULT 


Cilen of woman who live alune and 
have to go oul to work have a nıuch 
more difflcult time of it than do dıildren 
of the same age living in the prutectiou 
of a full family. The women are also al a 
disadvantage in comparison with those 
who have lhe prolection of a man in lhe 
house, 


These two points wata made in a 
Survey, commissioned by tha Ministry of 
Youih and Family Affairs, dealing with 
tha problems that beset women who are 
alone. 


If a woman is a widow, unmarried or 
divorced the main impact of this "un- 
usual” family situation is lelt by ihe 
dılldren., 

The survey reports that! 

@ Every second mother is away from 
home for more than nlne hours each day. 
Every fifth dill was alone during a 
working wegk [or more than eleven hours 
daily. 

@ The number ol problem dhildren in Ia. 
mily situations of this sort js far grealer 
thar in ordinary famillea, 

@The dildten who live with molhers 
who ara alana usually liva in small flats 
and generally have to share sleeping ac- 
commodatlon with an adult, 

@ The diildren are usually unable to go 
off on hollday with the mother. 

@ Mast of the dildren learn earlier than 
they should the problems of adult ilfe, 


From the statislics Printed in the report 
il can be seen that 36 per cent of tha 
dildren who ara being brought up by 
the mother alone have shoal Lroubles, 
This figure is in Comparison to 23 per cent 
in an ordinary family and 26 per cent ln 
an ordinary family where the mother 
works, A general complaint made by all 
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dte Strubel, Federal Heallh Minister 

and Suücial] Denıocrat, Is anxious that 
peaple in thls country should know how 
ta be healthy in the later years al life. 
To this end the Minister has had ¢lrawn 
Up 2 publication to alvise people over Ûû 
what aud how to cat so as to remain in 
goal health. The publicaliun is lo be giv= 
ên uway [ret nf charge.

These young People are mud better 
informed about family planning and this 
is made obvious by the decline in tle 
number of illegitimale births. 

Before The PIll can be blamed for any- 
thing it would be as well lo look at lhe 
Infant mortallty rate, According to doc- 
tors Ihe number of bables delivered alive 
in 1964 was 1,065,437 but declined lo 
1,019,451 in 1967,
